The board had ordered the state 
to determine among other things. 
what "individual employes are not 
qualified in accordance with law’, 
apply to the civil service commis­ 
sion for lists of eligible persons 
and replace unqualified persons.’* 
Revens replied: 
"Let me tall your attention to 
the fact that you arc violating the 
federal law- in this effort to inter­ 
fere with the selection, tenure of 
office, or salaries of state employes 
x x x 
"How can you infer that provi­ 
sional appointees are not qualified? 
We think they are x x x but there 
are still more provisional employes 
that we would like. You may rest 
assured the provisional appointees 
will be replaced by eligible civil 
service appointees as rapidly as 
certified by the civil service com­ 
mission.” 
Bcvens asserted that of 12 de­ 
mands made by the board, seven 
already had been complied with— 
some more than a year ago.

Manual Of Rules Asked 
Replying to a demand that the 
division “simplify the process and 
procedures x x x in the determina­ 
tion of need.” the official said Ohio 
law had “greatly simplified the pro­ 
cedures x x x but what we greatly 
need is a manual of the social se­ 
curity board rules and regulations 
which has never been furnished, 
all hough often requested and often 
promised.” 
Asked for a statement of “steps 
which can and will be taken to in­ 
vestigate the circumstances of ap­ 
plicants with respect to whom no 
investigation has been made,” Bev­ 
ens answered: 
"I doubt if you have any right 
to tell Ohio how many people to 
put on our rolls.
